MEXICAN HEAD 


Peace Convention Names Pro- 


visional President 


WILL SERVE 
TWENTY 
DAYS 


Carranza's Threat Is Disregarded and 


He Threatens Civil War—Villa to 
March on Mexico City. 


A dispatch received in Mexico City 


from Aguas Calientes sajs that Gen- 
eral Eulalio Gutierrez was elected as 
provisional president of Mexico. The 
election IB for a period of twenty days 
only. 


The 
Aguas 
Calientes convention 


voted to meet in Mexico City later. 


General Gutierrez has been promi- 


nently identified with the Mexican 
revolutionary movement that resulted 
in the expulsion of General Huerta 
from the republic. He is a close friend 
of General Carranza ami rose with 
Carranza against Huerta in Carran- 
za's native state of Coahuila. 


He defeated a force of 
Federals 


near Saltillo in January of this year, 
and in April he expelled the Spanish 
residents from the city of San Luis 
Potosi. 
One of his 
latest victories 


against the Federals was won at Van- 
egas in June. 


Commenting upon the action of the 


Aguas Calientes convention, Foreign 
Minister Fabela said: 


"The high officers of this govern- 


ment believe the convention had no 
right to name a successor to General 
Carranza.' If General Villa and Gen- 
eral Zapata refuse to leave the coun- 
try with Carranza, we will have war. 
The only way to guarantee peace is 
for these three chieftains to leave the 
field. General Gutierrez is a brave and 
honorable soldier, but the convention 
must live up to the demands of Gen- 
eral Carranza." 


Vila to March on Mexico City. 


Believing General Carranza has no 


intention of giving up his position as 
first chief of the Constitutionalists and 
acting as provisional president, Gen- 
eral Villa has begun, moving his army 
to Mexico City. 


At three mobilization points, Gua- 


dalupe, Torreon and Zacatecas, Villa 
had all the available rolling stock in 
northern 
Mexico 
concentrated, and 


troops were entrained for a move- 
ment which he admits means war for 
the possession ot the national capi- 
tal. All troops of known loyalty to 
Carranza have been gathered at the 
larger towns along the route Villa's 
army must take to the capital. 


Villa has received assurances from 


Emiliano Zapata, whose 
forces are 


menacing the suburbs of Mexico City, 
that he will act with the northern 
leader. 


Rockefeller Millions'For War Victims 


The Rockefeller Foundation made 


known in New York cit\, through its 
president. John D. Rockefeller, 
Jr.,

its power for the relief of non-com- 
batants in the European war. 


To this end, Mr. Rockefeller says 


in a statement issued over his name, 
no exertion will be spared and mil- 
lions of dollars, If necessary, will be 
spent.

qua, has been chartered to sail with 
all speed with foodstuffs for the use 
of the starving Belgians. It is men- 
tioned that the supplies now being 
stowed away in the hold of this big 
steamer mark an initial expenditure 
of $275,000. The Mnssapequa will sail 
from New York on Tuesday.

steamers laden with food and other 
supplies are to follow qtiifklj.

ROMANTIC OLD ARRAS 


NO MORE PICTURESQUE CITY TO 


BE SEEN IN FRANCE. 


Has Seen Much of French History In 


the Making and Is Today a Com- 


mtreial Point of Im- 


portance. 


The picturesque old city of Arras, 


where the Franco-British forces con- 
centrated In huge numbers to check 
the German advance, and where the 
British fell back after the Germans 
occupied Cambrai, must have waked 
up and rubbed its antique eyes to see 
ts quondam foes within Its gates as 
allies of its beloved country. For 
Arras was within top triangle over 
which the English fought In the 
fifteenth century. 


The baae of the triangle was the 


sea line from Harfleur to Calais, and 
the apex was Paris. This Is also the 
ground over which some of the 
fiercest battles of the present war 
raged. 


For thirty years the English battled 


until nothing was left of their French 
territory except the Norman Islet 
and the newer conquest of Calais and 
ts small territory. At last, in 1435. 
at the peace of Arras, Philip of Bur- 
gundy "solemnly" forsook the English 
alliance, and the English power In 
Trance fell back. 


This old town, which dates back to 


the time of Caesar, is 100 miles north- 
east from Paris, and has a population 
of 
something 
like 
25,000 
people. 


While It is most painful to think of 
this once great art center as an In- 
dustrial place, one must, when he re- 
calls the oil works, dye works, brew- 
eries and the manufactories of bos- 
ery, lace, beet sugar, soap and earth- 
enware, which make It today a twenti- 
eth century commercial town. 


However, its glory cannot depart 


while the beautiful townhouse, dating 
from the sixteenth century, the cita- 
del partly gone, erected by Vauban, 
marshal of France and the greatest 
military engineer of the seventeenth 
century, and the tall, Imposing houses 
n the Flemish style overlooking the 
fine squares, with the upper stories 
projecting over the footway, remain. 


These 
topheavy 
looking 
houses 


were built in a time when a man's 
house was Indeed his castle, and the 
projecting upper stories were used to 
wage warfare on the enemy In the 
narrow street below. 
The modern 


armies with their wonderful and nu- 
merous equipment of war must often 
find it difficult to get through these 
narrow streets In the old towns of 
France and Germany. They are bet- 
ter suited to the time when men 
fought hand to hand," and warfare was 
a matter of Individual bravery. 


That wonderful tapestry In the 


Angers cathedral, which represents 
scenes 
from the Apocalypse, was 


made In Arras, and some of the finest 
pieces used in the decorations of the 
3eld of the cloth of gold. 


Robespierre, the most famous and 


anatfcal of the republican leaders of 
the French revolution, was born there 
In 1758, and later became a criminal 
ludge and a member of the academy. 
He was one of the dandles and beaux 
of Arras, setting the fashion In clothes, 
and astonisWng the most exquisite 
with the richness of his laces and 
dress. 
This Is difficult 
to 
believe 


when one's vision of him is always in 
the bonnet rouge of the revolutionist, 
standing, with impassioned eloquence, 
encouraging the people.

ent From Kaiser. 


English Soldier, Although Wounded. 


Keeps Up Lively Fusillade Upon 
Ranks of Approaching Germans— 


Another Version of Sea Fight. 


London.—PriTate G. A. Turner, now 


lying wounded m the London hospital, 
sends the following account home of 
one day's fighting in France. 


"I am still Cv'og, though a bit 


knocked about. I got a birthday pres- 
ent from the kaiser. On Sunday, 23d, 
we 
had 
rifle 
inspection 
at 
11 


a. m., and were ordered to fall in for 
bathing parade at 11:30. 
While we 


were waiting for another company to 
return from the nver the Germans 
commenced to shell the town. 
We 


fell in about 1 p. m., an hour and a 
half afterwards, to go to the scene 
of the attack. 
Shells were bursting 


in the streets as we went. 
We 


crossed a bridge over the canal under 
artillery fire, and stood doing nothing 
behind a mill on the bank for some 
time 


"Then some one cried out that the 


Germans were advancing along the 
canal bank, and our company was 
ordered to go along 
Then the Ger- 


mans opened fire with their guns at 
about five hundred yards with shrap- 
nel, and the scene that followed beg- 
gars description. 
Several of us -were 


laid full length behind a wooden fence 
about half an inch thick. 
The Ger- 


man shells burst about three yards 
in. front of it. 
It was blown to splin- 


ters in about ten minutes. 
None of 


us expected to g-st out alive. 


"They kept us there about an hour 


before they gavs us the word to re- 
,tire. 
I had just turned round to go 


back when I stopped one. It hits 
you with an awful thump, and I 
thought it had caught me at the bot- 
tom of the spine, as it numbed my 
legs for about half an hour. 


"When I found I could not walk, I 


gave it up, just after I got my first 
view of the Germans.

ors of the Liberty told me that the 
shells fired at them were enough to 
sink a fleet. 


"Our ship had only one torpedo and 


one round of ammunition left. So they 
turned around and came out, when a 
shrapnel shell struck the Liberty's 
mast, killing the gallant commander 
and three others. The coxswain, al- 
though wounded, brought the ship 
safely to our fleet that was waiting 
outside. We pray to God that we may 
come off victorious, and I am confident 
we shall, as every man jack in the 
fleet has the heart of a lion"

there. He was in Berlin for six weeks 
after the outbreak of war and had a 
rather exciting time making his way 
slowly to England. He said> 


"I left Berlin ten days ago, and have 


Just arrived in England. My stay in 
the German capital will be unforget- 
table 


"At the risk of my life I left Berlin | 


with my wife and children on that | 
date with a Dutch passport I had been 
lucky enough to obtain. 
With the 


help of my knowledge of the Dutch 
language and through the kindness of 
a foreign ambassador, I managed to 
slip over the border into Holland. 


"When it became known that Ger- 


man> had declared war, the whole of 
Berlin was aflame with an enormous 
enthusiasm. The streets were dense 
with marching throngs singing the 
patriotic songs of the Fatherland, and 
making their way to the kaiser's pal- 


"There was at that time a confident 


belief that Great Britain would re 
main neutral. Just after Great Britain 
had entered the conflict I was told 
that no British subject would be al- 
lowed to leave the country, and I had 
to report myself every day to the po- 
lice. I had in my possession an Eng- 
lish passport which I had taken out 
only two hours before England sent 
her ultimatum to Germany. 


"During my enforced stay in the 


capital I saw the entrance of the kai 
ser, the kaiserin and the crown prince 
with his wife and the princes from 
Potsdam 
It was a scene of the wild- 


est enthusiasm 
The picture of the 


emperor is a vivid memory. He did 
not bow once in acknowledgment of 
the shouts of the crowd The crown 
prince and his wife nodded and smiled 
continually, but the emperor sat with 
one hand at his golden helmet, stern 
and inscrutable, a figure of destiny 


"Scenes very different from these 


occurred on the arrival of the refugees 
from eastern Prussia in consequence 
of the Russian advance. They came 
in thousands, rich and poor alike, 
packed in freight cars, with all their 
belongings in small handbags or bun- 
dles 
The women and children were 


crying 
Their arrival created a very 


bad impression in Berlin, and gave 
rise to alarming speculations that the 
Russians would be in Berlin before 
they were expected 


"Meanwhile the ordinary life of the 


city was not quite normal, although 
the authorities did their best to keep 
it so 
Food prices were regulated by 


the government as one step to keep 
off panic From my house I could see 
Zeppelins and aeroplanes continually 
circling overhead Nearly all the tram 
conductors had gone to the war and 
the trams were equipped with women 
conductors, chiefly wives of the con- 
script tram-men 


"It must be said that the organiza- 


tion and equipment of the German 
army is remarkable and the mobiliza- 
tion went like clockwork 
There is a 


feeling of cocksureness about victory 
in Berlin. The people feel that Bel- 
gium was stupid not to allow Germany 
to march through, and that the severe 
punishment inflicted is quite just" 
ace.

slightly over 300,000, perhaps 310,000. 


These losses are exclusive of the 


British casualties, which, the writer 
says, "ha^e been fairly large in com- 
parison to the small number of their 
engaged army." 


If credence may be placed in the 


French statements that in most cases 
the German losses were- larger than 
those sustained by the French, it 
would seem to be a fair estimate of 
the German losses, in killed, wounded 
and prisoners, for the same six \\ceks 
at close to 500,000 men in the western 
theater of war alone, not taking into 
account their losses in the fighting 
against the Russians.

The biggest fire Hagerstown has ever 


had broke out shortly after one o'clock 
Wednesday morning and caused a loss 
estimated at $400,000. 
Included in the 


ruins are:Antietam Garage, §10,000; Sev- 
enty five automobile, $125,000; Cumber- 
land Valley Box Companv, $15,000; 
Building of O. D- Shirley, $31.500: An 
tietam Hall, $30,000; total, $225,000. 
Baldwin House, C. W. Boyer, propr.. 
$15,000; Hamilton Estate, owners, $100, 
000; Other losses ranged from 85,000, to 
f8,000. 
To embattle the conflagration 


the Chambereburg and Winchester Fire 
companies were summoned and for more 
than four hours fought the stubborn 
blaze valiantly, preventing the destruc- 
tion of the whole Baldwin Hotel build- 
ing. The Antietam Garage, the Cumber- 
land Valley Box Company and the 0. D. 
Shirley Skating Rink, located in the 
Shirley building, and the Antietam Fire 
Compaby Hall, with the headquarters of 
Company B, Maryland National Guard, 
are ashes and are a total loss, together 
with about eighty automobiles. There 
•were two separate blazes, the first in the 
Antietam Fire Company Hall and Antie- 
tam Garage, and the second at the Bald- 
win Hotel.

Difficult to Produce Films on 


Natural History Subjects. 


Observation Chambers From Which 


the Pictures Ar* Taken Must Bs 


Cunningly Constructed to Da- 


celve the Wild "Subjects." 


Little a known of the difficulties 


encountered In producing films on 
natural history subjects, writes Ernest 
A. Dench in Popular Electricity. 
A 


producer-operator to succeed in this 
particular line must be endowed with 
a considerable amount of patience, for 
before he begins the actual work, he 
has to spend many tedious hours find 
Ing where the animal lives, its habits 
and the prey it is partial to. All these 
things he studies from a cunningly- 
built observation chamber. 
This ac- 


complished, he has all his material at 
hand for a film, but his difficulties are 
by no means at an end. 


The animals and birds that inhabit 


our countryside have a great sense of 
hearing and anv unusual noise greatly 
disturbs them. The clicking noise of 
the motion picture camera is what the 
operator must get the animals or birds 
accustomed to. Besides, he must con- 
ceal both himself and the machine. 


Usually an artificial cow or tree 


trunk is employed for the purposes of 
concealment. Such a structure is hol- 
low inbide and usually made of card- 
board and cork, with the painting of 
the cow or tree trunk outside. 
The 


operator enters the structure from the 
rear. To provide for the long hours of 
waiting, the concealing structure has 
a special compartment containing re- 
freshments and a stove. All the time 
he watches through the peep-holes and 
as soon as his quarry comes within 
range, he sets to work taking the mo- 
tion pictures of the subject. 


But for days previous to this, the 


clock-work mechanism, the noise of 
which resembles the clicking of a cam- 
era, has been constantly working for 
the purpose of getting nature's crta- 
tures accustomed to the sound. 


In the case of filming beasts of-the 


forest such as lions and tigers, the 
work assumes a dangerous aspect. In- 
stead of a "cow" or "tree trunk," a 
dummy camel or elephant is brought 
into use However, these animals pos- 
sess such a keen sense of smell that 
they can detect a human being a long 
distance off In order to disguise the 
presence of the operator, this individ- 
ual covers himself with some vile 
smelling liquid. It is of utmost Im- 
portance that the carefully laid plans 
should not fail during the photograph- 
Ing of the animals, for if they did the 
operator would have to fight for his 
life.

Lemon Suet Pudding.—Mix together 


three cupfuls of bread crumbs, a cup- 
ful of suet cut very fine, a teaspoon- 
ful of baking powder and a half cup- 
ful of sugar. Beat four eggs and add 
to the mixture with a pinch of salt 
and two tablespoonfuls of lemon juice. 
Scald three cupfuls of milk and pour 
over, stirring carefully. 
Let stand 


covered for half an hour. Then pour 
into a buttered baking dish and bake 
40 minutes. 
Any sauce, either cus- 


tard or a lemon sauce, will be good 
with this pudding. 


Lemon Sauce.—A tablespoonful of 


butter put into a saucepan, and when 
hot add a tablespoonful of cornstarch, 
when smooth the juice of a lemon, a 
half cupful of sugar, and a well- 
beaten egg. Stir until smooth.

WISE DISPOSITION OF RICHES 


Englishman of Wealth Left Fortune- 


to Help Young Business Men 


Who Needed Et. 


When the will of a certain Samuel 


Wilson of London was probated re- 
cently in the English courts, it was 
found that the bulk of his fortune had 
been strangely disposed of, the Indian- 
apolis News remarks. 
A fund bad 


been left in trust from which loans 
of sums ranging from $500 to $1.500 
are to be made to young men en- 
gaged in business. 
The restrictions 


surrounding the loans proved that 
Samuel Wilson was not only a man. 
of generous impulses, but a philan- 
thropist of no mean order. No loan is 
to be made to any man who has not 
carried on his business for a year, 
and none to any applicant who has 
been in business more than three 
years. 


This may appear whimsical, but a 


little closer inspection will relieve It 
of this suspicion. 
The testator, as 


a matter of fact, has done something: 
for young business men that young 
business men sadly need. 
It is an 


axiom of the business world that the 
third year of any new venture is the 
crucial year. 
This, evidently, was 


in Mr. Wilson's mind, and, like as not, 
he knew from personal experience how 
difficult it is for a young business man,, 
with no more substantial assets than 
good prospects and abundant opti- 
mism, to borrow money when money ii 
most required. 
To the limit of his^ 


resources, he has come to their re-"~ 
lief. A year's time, he probably fig- 
ured, would weed out the incompe- 
tent and the faint-hearted, and leave 
the worthy, while the latter, enduring 
for three years, could probably show 
assets thereafter that would make bor- 
rowing less difficult. 


His fund will help those who are 


capable of helping themselves. Banks 
are not given to that sort of thing, and 
a young man, embarking in business, 
often finds himself helpless because 
he lacks capital or collateral. 
With- 


out the latter he cannot borrow, and, 
promising as the future may be, he 
is frequently forced to abandon the en- 
terprise for the want of a few hun- 
dred dollars. 
This, said a banker re- 


cently, is one of the tragedies of the 
business world. 


Banking laws are necessarily strict. 


Security for loans must be tangible* 
and faith and optimism, however im- 
portant they may be, have no bank- 
able value. 
With honesty and integ- 


rity they play their part, but the bank- 
er, none the less, must have his se- 
curity. So the Wilson will establishes 
a practical philanthropy. Some wealthy 
American who is at a loss—as now 
and then one of them saya he is—- 
to make wise disposition of his riches, 
might, with good reason, follow th& 
example of Samuel Wilson of London* 


German Income Tax High. 


The small Prussian city of Gornc. 


has lost the distinction of levying t"he 
heaviest tax of any city in the king^ 
dom, which It possessed since 1911 un» 
til last year. The citizens there whc 
earned $100 a month paid $15.75 month- 
ly as an income tax alone, not includ- 
ing church, real estate and business 
taxes. The city of Stuhm now has, ac- 
cording to the reports for 1914, th* 
highest taxes of any Prussian city, 
These amount to only 11.7 per cent ot 
the $100 a month man's earnings. The 
rate of taxation increases progressive* 
ly, so that the man with $2,000 yearly 
pays $27519, a little more than 13 per 
cent, and a man who has an income oi 
$4,000 yearly is taxed $613.20, nearly 
15 per cent. 


Twenty West Prussian cities impose 


a municipal income tax of at least 30(1 
per cent of the state tax. The high- 
est municipal tax of the Greater Ber- 
lin municipalities is 110 per cent, and 
some of then! get along with 100 per 
cent.

Their harassing 
treatment of the town drove it into 
the arms of the Swiss of Berne and 
Soleure, who garrisoned it and suc- 
cessfully defied Austria to retake it 
For a time In the sixteenth century 
Muehlhausen was definitely a member 
ot the Swiss confederation. 
It waa 


expelled by the Catholic states in 1586 
on account of its Protestantism, the 
reason which also prevented <ho full 
inclusion of Strasburg. 
But some 


young men of Zurich triumphantly 
confuted tho plea that Strasburg waa 
too far off to become Swiss, by car- 
rying an enormous kettle of hot len* 
tils In a boat down the Lhiiruat, Aw 
and Rhino and bringing it still warm 
U> Strasburg.—London Chronicle.

management. "It may run along very 
well for awhile, even for many years, 
but some disaster will undoubtedly 
overtake it Oar study and investiga- 
tion have amply demonstrated that it 
is never safe to build agriculture on 
any pne thing. 


"The wheat growers of the Pacific 


northwest had no better resource than 
wheat In 1893 the crop was ruined 
by untimely rains. In 1894 they expe- 
rienced the panic, and the price of 
wheat fell as low as 18 cents per 
bushel. The next year it rose to 25 
cents a bushel and in 1S9G was boost- 
ed up to 33 cents. During that period 
nearly every bank and every commer- 
cial house in that region went broke. 
So many mortgages were called on 
farms that the price of farm land, 
which had been $40 to $50 per acre, 
fell as low as $IX) and $12. The Pa- 
clflc northwest for years past has not 
been depending on wheat alone. The 
farmers learned a costly lesson. 


"The same thing 1» true of the rice 


producers in regions where uo other 
crops were raised in large quantities. 
Farmers who grew nothing but rice 
have met with two or ftirce eras of 
prices away below the cost of produc- 
tion, and financial ruin has followed. 


"Every region that hns but one great 


agricultural enterprise has 
suffered 


more or less the same way. 


"The evident thing that the south 


must do is to produce enough of nil 
(he things her wonderfully rich soil 
can produce to meet her home require- 
ments.

French Officers Most Polite When Very 


Angry-Writer Tell, of Being Arrest- 
ed, Hie Automobile Requisitioned and 
Twe Nighte Spent In a Barn With 
Prisoner* >nd French Deserters. 


Paris.—Burglars in a miser's money- 


box are welcome parties compared to 
correspondents on the firing line. War 
corresponding has come to be a prison 
offense in France. General Joffre «im- 
ply won't have it. Describing his ex- 
periences one of the correspondents in 
France nays: 


"I have Just passed two days under 


guard at the front, one day under 
guard in Paris-part of the time in the 
famous military prison of the Cherche- 
Midi-and eight days of parole, all be- 
cause General Joffre refuses to have 
correspondents giving his war opera- 
tions the once over at close range. 


"And I was not the only member of 


this 'seeing the war* party. There 
were seven of us in all—three of us 
and a chauffeur in our own party. We 
had by rare good luck witnessed an 
action around the French left wing 
and were bound toward the center at 
Bheiins, when it happened. It was a 
merry captain who pinched us. 


"'Hey,' he called out gayly, 'where 


are you folks going?' 


"To Bheims,' we chorused. 'How 


far Is it?' 


" 'Let's go ask the general,' he said 


and laughed. 


"Slowly we were oozed into what 


the Joke was. It was on us. The 
general said Bheims was seven miles 
away and quite too far to walk. 


"'Oh, we have a car!' we chirped, 


not comprehending the general's grim 
humor. 


"'Oh, I've requisitioned that!' he 


•aid. 
'Captain, will you escort the 


gentlemen out?' 


"The captain would and did escort 


us out; also in. Imagine a country vil- 
lage where there isnt even a railway 
depot, where a postofflce. government 
tabac, three farmhouses and several 
cow lots are bunched together, and 
you will have the scene of our arrest. 
Imagine again a stone farmhouse built 
in U formation with a stone fence 
across the top of the TJ and the ground 
plan of our prison will be clear. If 
you add to the center of the cow lot a 
tableland of hay and other stable rak- 
ings, the whole thing wet and very 
smelly under the cold drizzle, the pic- 
ture will be fairly complete. 


"Through a gate in the stone wall 


we were conducted by our smiling cap- 
tain. On the right was a door leading 
into the colonel's quarters—the rooms 
of the farmhouse. At the back were 
two more doors through one of which 
I spied two of the biggest cows I ever 
saw. 


"We were ushered into this. The 


room was identical with the cows' bed- 
chamber. 
German prisoners, French 


deserters, spies, suspects and pillagers 
stood or lay about on the hay which 
covered the floor. 


"We were put on parole not to try to 


get away. They took our word for it 
that we would not run. but to make 
sure, they kept a sentry at the gate 
with instructions to shoot if we show 
ed any inclination to flee. They were 
very, very nice about it, insisting all 
the time that we were positively not 
considered prisoners — as prisoners" 
were entitled to soldiers' rations and 
we were not 


"A kick' about quarters among the 


prisoners—since we were not prisoners 
and would be shot only if we ran—got 
for us an empty hay loft and the prop- 
er use of money got us hay to sleep on. 


"On the morning of the second day 


our own car was given to us, and we 
were taken to Paris—an armed gen- 
darme going with us. 
Arriving late 


in the evening, we had dinner in the 
corridor of the Cherche-Mldl military 
prison. We were shifted between mid- 
night and 1 a. m. to the Invalides, 
where in the shadow of Napoleon's 
tomb we slept in officers' beds. Then 
we were released. 


"The war correspondent's game is 


gone—that is, the game as it used to 
be. No more will the correspondent 
tell generals how" to flgut their battles 
and also, perhaps, no more will the 
generals have fine battle cries put into 
their mouths and become famous for 
having uttered them. The prison doors 
yawn for war writers and the Hd 
is on."

IS $125,000,000 


Decrease In Customs Revenues 
For Next Year Is Estimated. 


WAR TAX OF $105,000,000. 


This Amount, Together With the In- 


come Tax, U Expected to Restore 
Balance to the Government's Fi- 
nances—Low of Germany's Trade Is 
the Biggest Item on Deficiency List. 
Washington,—In a statement of the 


work of the Democratic party in the 
present congress, prepared for inser- 
tion in the Congressional Record, Rep- 
resentative Oscar W. Underwood, the 
leader of the house, estimates that the 
revenues of the United States in the 
next twelve months will decrease more 
than $125,000.000 on account of the 
European war. 
The estimate was 


made on the assumption that all im- 
ports from the European countries at 
•war would cease in the next year. No 
estimate of the falling off of revenues 
from dutiable imports from countries 
not engaged in hostilities is included. 
The war revenue bill is intended to 
raise $105,000,000. 


The following table embraced in Mr. 


Underwood's statement gives the esti- 
mated falling off in revenues on ac- 
count of the European "war:

tion was not made necessary because 
of the failure of the tariff law to pro- 
vide the necessary income. 


"During the fiscal year 1914," says 


Mr. Underwood, "the customs revenue 
collected amounted to $292,000,000. Of 
this amount $85,500,000 was collected 
before the present law went into ef- 
fect. 
Tne customs revenue collected 


during the first nine months the new 
law was in effect amounted to $20G.- 
500.000. or $22,900.000 per month. The 
customs revenue collected during the 
fiscal year 1913 (the last year the 
Payne law was in operation) amounted 
to $318,891,395.86, or $20,600,000 per 
month. 
The new tariff law provides 


an income tax to make up for the re- 
duction in customs revenue because of 
the lowering of the tariff taxes. 


"For the last ten months of the cal- 


endar year 1913 there accrued from 
the income tax on individuals $31,344,- 
539. 
The amount of corporation, ex- 


cise and income tax accruing from the 
entire calendar \ear of 1913 was $45,- 
851.028 
The total amount of the ex- 


cise tax on corporations derived by 
the treasury for the calendar year 1912 
was $35.000.299 
The new income tax 


law eliminated the corporation exemp 
tion of So.OOO. added to the tax list 
many corporations not subject to the 
excise tax and also imposed a grad- 
uated rate upon corporations holding 
Stock in otheis 


"Considering the unsettled business 


conditions during the jear 1914. lartre- 
ly on account of disturbed internation- 
al, commercial <ind other conditions. 
the best obtainable figure^ as to the

PENSION TIDE NOW EBBS. 


Payments Fall $2,000,000 From the 


High Water Mark. 


Washington.—The report of Gaylord 


M. Stiltzgaber, commissioner of pen- 
sions, for the fiscal year ended June 
30, 1914"shows that the high water 
mark In expenditures for pensions In 
the United States has been passed. Iu 
the year 785,239 pensioners received 
from the government $172,417,540.20, 
at an administrative cost of over $2,- 
000,000. 
The total of pension^ paid 


marks a decline of about $2,000.000 
from the preceding year, when the 
rolls were heavily recruited under the 
old age pension act of 1912. 


"This shows," says Mr. Saltagaber's 


report, "that the largest amount ever 
paid out was expended in 1913. 
Up to 


that time there had been a gradual 
ascent, but the summit has been pass- 
id, and a decrease In the amount may 
be expected to continue." 


Since 1SGG the government has paid 


iu pensions a grand total of $4,7G1,- 
450,399.50. Because of the deaths of 
veterans and new economies In admin- 
istration the pension office paid out 
about $7,658,000 less than -was appro- 
priated last year. 


In the year $1,100.753.35 was paid to 


pensioners 
living abroad, or about 


$200,000 more than was sent out of the 
country in the same way in the pre- 
ceding year. The ivxerage age of the 
395,750 survivors of the Mexican and 
civil -wars admitted to the rolls under 
the act of 1912 down to June 30, 1913. 
was about seventy-one years. Of these 
pensioners two were ninety-nine years 
old, one was 102 and one was 103. No 
survivor of the war of 1812 is now on 
the rolls, but the government still pays 
pensions to 170 widows of veterans of 
that war. 
There were last year S93 


survivors of the Mexican war still 
drawing pensions, as were 4,699 wid- 
ows of veterans of that -war.

Daily Mail from various correspond- 
ents at different points in the field of 
operations in northern Franco report 
the continuous success ol the allies, 
who have reached within four miles 
of Ostend, namely Lenmghe. 


The German attack, it is stated, is 


mainly in the direction of Leffinglie 
and Slype. Three thousand Germans 
left Ostend for Zeebrugge on Friday 
and reports persist that the Germans 
have left Ostend.

WILL SERVE TWENTY DAYS 


Carranza’s Threat Is Disregarded and 
He Threatens Civil War—Villa to 
March on Mexico City. 


A dispatch received in Mexico City 
from Aguas Calientes says that Gen­ 
eral Eulalio Gutierrez was elected as 
provisional president of Mexico. The 
election is for a period of twenty days 
onl7. 


The 
Aguas 
Calientes convention 
voted to meet in Mexico City later. 


General Gutierrez has been promi­ 
nently identified with the Mexican 
revolutionary movement that resulted 
in the expulsion of General Huerta 
from the republic. He is a close friend 
of General Carranza and rose with 
Carranza against Huerta in Carran­ 
za’s native state of Coahuila. 


He defeated a force of 
Fédérais 
near Saltillo in January of this year, 
and in April he expelled the Spanish 
residents from the city of San Lui* 
Potosi. 
One of his 
latest victories 
against the Fédérais was won at Van- 
egas in June. 


Commenting upon the action of the 
Aguas Calientes convention, Foreign 
Minister Fabela said: 


“The high officers of this govern­ 
ment believe the convention had no 
right to name a successor to General 
Carranza.1 If General Villa and Gen­ 
eral Zapata refuse to leave the coun­ 
try with Carranza, we will have war. 
The only way to guarantee peace is 
for these three chieftains to leave the 
field. General Gutierrez is a brave and 
honorable soldier, but the convention 
must live up to the demands of Gen­ 
eral Carranza.”

Tor thirty years the English battled 
until nothing was left of their French 
territory except the Norman Isles 
and the newer conquest of Calais and 
Its small territory. At last. In 1485, 
at the peace of Arras, Philip of Bur 
gundy "solemnly” forsook the English 
alliance, and the English power in 
France fell back. 


This old town, which dates back to 
the time of Caesar, Is 100 miles north­ 
east from Parts, and has a population 
of 
something 
like 
25,000 
people. 
While It Is most painful to think of 
this once great art center as an In­ 
dustrial place, one must, when he re­ 
calls the oil worka, dye worka, brew­ 
eries and the manufactorlea of hos­ 
iery, lace, beet sugar, soap and earth­ 
enware, which make It today a twenti­ 
eth century commercial town. 


However, Its glory cannot depart 
while the beautiful townhouse, dating 
from the sixteenth century, the cita­ 
del partly gone, erected by Vauban, 
marshal of France and the greatest 
military engineer of the seventeenth 
century, and the tall. Imposing houses 
In the Flemish style overlooking the 
fine squares, with the upper stories 
projecting <*er the footway, remain. 


These 
topheavy 
looking 
houses 
were built In a time when a man’s 
house was indeed his castle, and the 
projecting upper stories were used to 
wage warfare on the enemy in the 
narrow street below. 
The modern 
armies with their Wonderful and nu­ 
merous equipment of war must often 
find it difficult to get through these 
narrow streets In the old towns of 
France and Germany. They are bet­ 
ter suited to the time when men 
fought band to hand,'and warfare was 
a m atter of Individual bravery. 


That wonderful 
tapestry in 
the 
Angers cathedral, which represents 
scenes 
from the Apocalypse, was 
made in Arras, and some of the finest 
pieces used in the decorations of the 
field of the cloth of gold. 


Robespierre, the most famous and 
fanatical of the republican leaders of 
the French revolution, was born there 
In 1758, and later became a criminal 
judge and a member of the academy. 
He was one of the dandles and beaux 
of Arras, setting the fashion In clothes, 
and astonisMng the most exqulBlte 
with the richness of his laces and 
dress. 
This Is difficult to believe 
when one’s vision of him is always In 
the bonnet rouge of the revolutionist, 
standing, with Impassioned eloquence, 
encouraging the people.

The famous church of St. Martin, whose tower and spire 
are seen rising above the ruins, was but slightly Injured.

Mrs. D. L. Wilson of Hunslet sends 
a letter received from her husband, a 
seaman of the Bacchante. 
He says: 


“You will have read of our victory 
In the North sea. 
It was fine. 
Our 
ship brought the dead and wounded 
and the prisoners back. 
A grim job 
It was, too. 
I only wish the whole 
German fleet would come out. 
We 
may get a chance of coming home 
soon. 
Their firing is rotten, while 
our men behind the guns are perfect. 
They get a hit every time. 


“The bounders 
won’t come out. 
That was the reason our ships had 
to try to drive them out. You see 
the ,place is all mined, and if a ship 
runs into one of ¿hese mines it means 
destruction. 


“The commander of the Liberty, a 
torpedo-boat 
destroyer, 
asked 
his 
ship’s company if they would volun­ 
teer to go up Kiel harbor with him, 
and every man said ‘Yes/ although it 
looked certain death. 
Up they went 
and got under the forts of Helgoland 
and let rip at the German cruisers in 
the harbor. 
One of the wounded sail­ 
ors of the Liberty told me that the 
shells fired at them were enough to 
sink a fleet. 


“Our ship had only one torpedo and 
one round of ammunition left. So they 
turned around and came out, when a 
shrapnel shell struck the Liberty’s 
mast, killing the gallant commander 
and three others. 
The coxswain, al­ 
though wounded, brought the ship 
safely to our fleet that was waiting 
outside. We pray to God that we may 
come oft victorious, and I am confident 
we shall, as every man jack In the 
fleet has the heart of a lion. 


l^ndon.—Private G. A. Turner, now 
lying wounded in the London hospital, 
sends the following account home of 
one day's fighting In France. 


"I am still tivlcig, though a bit 
knocked about. 
I got a birthday pres­ 
ent from the kaiser. On Sunday, 23d, 
we 
had 
rifle 
inspection 
at 
11 
a. m., and were ordered to fall in for 
bathing parade at 11:30. 
While we 
were waiting for another company to 
return from the river the Germans 
commenced to shell the town. 
We 
fell in about 1 p. m., an hour and a 
half afterwards, to go to the scene 
of the attack. 
Shells were bursting 
in the streets as we went. 
We 
crossed a bridge over the canal under 
artillery fire, and stood doing nothing 
behind a mill on the bank for some 
time. 


“Then some one cried out that the 
Germans were advancing along the 
canal bank, and our company was 
ordered to go along. 
Then the Ger­ 
mans opened fire with their guns at 
about five hundred yards with shrap­ 
nel, and the scene that followed beg­ 
gars description. 
Several of us were 
laid full length behind a wooden fence 
about half an inch thick. 
The Ger­ 
man shells burst about three yards 
In front of it. 
It was blown to splin­ 
ters in about ten minutes. 
None of 
us expected to g*t out alive. 


“They kept us there about an hour 
before they gave us the word to re­ 
tire. 
I had just turned round to go 
back when I stopped one. 
It hits 
you with an awful thump, and I 
thought it had caught me at the bot­ 
tom of the spine, as it numbed my 
legs for about half an hour. 


“When I found I could not walk, I 
gave it up, just after I got my first 
view of the Germans. 
They were 
coming out of a wood about four hun­ 
dred yards away, all in a heap to­ 
gether, so I thought as I was done for 
I would get a bit of my own back, 
and so I started pumping a bit of lead 
into them. 


“I stuck there^ for about three-quar­ 
ters of an hour, and fired all my own 
ammunition and a lot belonging to

teresting story of conditions there 
since the war began. 


Doctor Poutsma Is one of the nine 
labor leaders who was deported from 
South Africa several months ago in 
connection with the general strike 
there. Ho was in Berlin for six weeks 
after the outbreak of war and bad a 
rather exciting time making his way 
slowly to England. He sahL 


“I left Berlin ten days ago, and have 
just arrived in England. 
My stay in 
the German capital will be unforget­ 
table 


“At the risk of my life I left Berlin 
•with my wife and children on that 
date with a Dutch passport I had been 
lucky enough to obtain. 
With the 
help of my knowledge of the Dutch 
language and through the kindness of 
a foreign ambassador, I managed to 
slip over the border into Holland. 


“When it became known that Ger­ 
many had declared war, the whole of 
Berlin was aflame with an enormous 
enthusiasm. 
The streets were dense 
with marching throngs singing tho 
patriotic songs of the Fatherland, and 
making their way to the kaiser’s pal- 


“There was at that time a confident 
belief that Great Britain would re­ 
main neutral. Just after Great Britain 
had entered the conflict I was told 
that no British subject would be al­ 
lowed to leave the country, and I had 
to report myself every day to the po­ 
lice. I had in my possession an Eng­ 
lish passport which I had taken out 
only two hours before England sent 
her ultimatum to Germany. 


“During my enforced stay In the 
capital I saw the entrance of the kai­ 
ser, the kalserln and the crown prince 
with his wife and the princes from 
Potsdam. It was a scene of the wild­ 
est enthusiasm. 
The picture of the 
emperor is a vivid memory. 
He did 
not bow once in acknowledgment of 
the shouts of the crowd. The crown 
prince and his wife nodded and smiled 
continually, but the emperor sat with 
one hand at his golden helmet, stern 
and inscrutable, a figure of destiny. 


“Scenes very different from these 
occurred on the arrival of the refugees 
from eastern Prussia in consequence 
of the Russian advance. They came 
In thousands, rich and poor alike, 
packed in freight cars, with all their 
belongings in small handbags or bun­ 
dles. 
The women and children were 
crying. 
Their arrival created a very 
bad impression in Berlin, and gave 
rise to alarming speculations that the 
Russians would be In Berlin before 
they were expected. 


“Meanwhile the ordinary'life of the 
city was not quite normal, although 
the authorities did their best to keep 
it so. Food prices were regulated by 
the government as one step to keep 
off panic. From my house I could see 
Zeppelins and aeroplanes continually 
circling overhead. Nearly all the tram 
conductors had gone to the war and 
the trams were equipped with women 
conductors, chiefly wives of the con­ 
script tram-men. 


"It must be said that the organiza­ 
tion and equipment of the German 
army is remarkable and the mobiliza­ 
tion went like clockwork. There is a 
feeling of cocksureness about victory 
In Berlin. 
The people feel that Bel­ 
gium was stupid not to allow Germany 
to march through, and that tho severe 
punishment inflicted is quite just.” 
ace.

slightly over 300,000, perhaps 310,000. 


These losses are exclusive of the 
British casualties, which, tho writer 
says, “have been fairly largo In com­ 
parison to tho small number of their 
engaged army/* 


If credence may be placed in tho 
French statements that in most cases 
the German losses wore« larger than 
those sustained by the French, It 
would soem to be a fair estimato of 
the German losses, in killed, wounded 
and prisoners, for the same six weeks 
at close to 500,000 men in tho western 
theater of Mar alone, not taking into 
account their losses in the fighting 
against the Russians.

Juice and let it simply boll up once, 
then put into a bottle and set in a 
cool place. 
When wanted to use a 
spoonful of this sirup in a glass of

popular, and may be made and put 
Into a baked crust» then a frosting or 
meringue placed on ¿top or the egg 
may be put into the mixture» and If 
well beaten will rise to the top when 
baking, and make its own meringue. 


Lemon Bread Pudding.—Soak a cup* 
ful of bread crumbs in a quart of milk 
and beat until foamy. Beat the yolks 
of three eggs and add. 
Grate the 
rind of a lemon. 
Mix with a quar­ 
ter of a cupful of sugar and the juice 
of the lemon. 
Mix all together and 
bake in a moderate oven. 
When 
baked cover with a meringue made 
from the three whites and three ta­ 
blespoonfuls of sugar. 
Set in the oven 
to brown. 


Lemon Suet Pudding.—Mix together 
three cupfuls of bread crumbs, a cup­ 
ful of suet cut very fine, a teaspoon­ 
ful of baking powder and a half cup­ 
ful of sugar.

and two tablespoonfuls of lemon juice.

Qsrman Income Tax High. 


The small Prussian city of Gorne 
has lost the distinction of levying t*h< 
heaviest tax of any city In the klnp 
dom, which it possessed since 1911 uiv 
til last year. The citizens there whe 
earned $100 a month paid $15.75 month, 
ly as an income tax alone, not includ* 
ing church, real estate and buslnesi 
taxes. The city of Stuhm now has, ao 
cording to the reports for 1914, th* 
highest taxes of any Prussian city. 
These amount to only 11.7 per cent ol 
the $100 a month man’s earning*. Th* 
rate of taxation Increases progressive^ 
ly, so that the man with $2,000 yearly 
pays $275.19, a little more than 13 per 
cent, and a man who haa an income ol 
$4,000 yearly is taxed $613.20, nearly 
15 per cent. 


Twenty West Prussian cities impose 
a municipal income tax of at least 300 
per cent of the state tax. 
The high* 
est municipal tax of the Greater Ben 
lin municipalities is 110 per cent, and 
some of thenl get along with 100 per 
cent.

Paris.—Burglars in a miner’s money 
bos are welcome parties compared to 
correspondent* on tho firing Hue. War 
correeponding has come to be a prison 
offense In France. General Joff re aim* 
ply won’t have It. Deeerlbing hla ex- 
per!enees one of the correspondent« in 
France aays: 


“I have Just paased two daya under 
guard at the front, one day under 
guard in Paris—part of tbe time in tho 
famoua military prison of tbe Cherche- 
Mldi—and eight daya of parole, all be­ 
cause General Joffre refuses to have 
correspondents giving his war opera* 
ttona the once over at cloae range. 


“And I waa not the only member of 
thte ’seeing the war* party. 
There 
were aeven of ua in all—three of ua 
and a chauffeur lu our own party. We 
had by rare good luck wltncaeed an 
action around the French left wing 
and were bound toward the center, at 
Rhelms, when It happened. It waa a 
merry captain who pinched us. 


“ ‘Hey,* he called out gayly, 'where 
are you folks going?’ 


“ *To Rhelms,* we choruoed. 
‘How 
far ia It?’ 


“ ‘Let’s go ask the general,’ he said 
and laughed.

“On tbe moruing of tbe second day 
our own car was given to us, aud we 
wore takeu to Paris—an armed gen­ 
darme going with us.

We were shifted between mid­ 
night and 1 a. iu. to the Invulldes, 
where In the shadow of Napoleon's 
tomb we slept lu officers' beds. Thep 
we were released.

Washington.—In a statement of the 
work of the Democratic party In tho 
present congress, prepared for inser­ 
tion In the Congressional Record, Rep­ 
resentative Oscar W. Underwood, the 
leader of the house, estimates that the 
revenues of tlie United States in the 
next twelve months will decrease more 
than $125,000.000 on account of the 
European war. 
The estimate was 
made on the assumption that all im­ 
ports from the European countries at 
war would cease in the next year. No 
estimate of the falling off of revenues 
from dutiable imports from countries 
not engaged in hostilities is included. 
The war revenue bill is intended to 
raise $105,000,000.

Payments Fall $2,000,000 From tho 
High Wator Mark, 


Washington.—Tlie report of Ghylord 
M. SnltxgAhcr, commissioner of pen­ 
sions, for tho fiscal year ended June 
30, 3014,* shows that the high water 
mark in expenditures for pensions in 
the United States has been passed. In 
tho year 785,230 pensioners received 
from tho government $172,417,540.20, 
at nil administrative cost of over $2,- 
000,000. 
The total of pension^ paid 
marks a decline of about $2,1)00,000 
from the preceding year, when the 
rolls were heavily recruited under tho 
old age pension not of 1012, 


•‘This shows,” says Mr. Snltzgaber's 
report, “that the largest aifiount ever 
paid out was expended in 1013. Up to 
that time there had been a gradual 
ascent, but the summit has been pass- 
td, and a decrease In the amount may 
be expected to continue.” 


Since 1800 the government has paid 
in pensions a grand total of $4,701,- 
450,300.50. 
Because of the deaths of 
veterans and new economies in admin­ 
istration the pension office paid out 
about $7,058,000 less than was appro­ 
priated last year. 


In the year $1,100,753.35 was paid to 
pensioners living abroad, or about 
$200,000 more thau was sent out of the 
country in the same way in the pre­ 
ceding year. 
The average age of the 
395.750 survivors of the Mexican and 
civil wars admitted to the rolls under 
the act of 11)12 down to June 30, 1913, 
was about seventy-one years. Of these 
pensioners two were ninety-nine years 
old, one was 102 and one was 103. No 
survivor of the war of 1812 is now on 
the rolls, but the government still pays 
pensions to 170 widows of veterans of 
that war. 
There were last year 893 
survivors of tlie Mexican war still 
diuwing pensions, as wrere 4,600 wid­ 
ows of veterans of that war.

London. — Three million refugees 
without homes or money, in many 
cases lacking sufficient clothing aud 
even food, make one result of little 
more thau two months of warfare in 
Europe. 


The fall of Antwerp added fully 500,- 
000 men, women and children to the 
already long list of homeless sufferers 
who must depend on the bounty of 
others for their keep.

Russia and 
Belgium have all felt tbe effect of the 
sufferings of this great army.

neutral nation of Holland have been 
the chief sufferers, for to them have 
come the homeless hordes of Belgians 
fleeing from their homes or driven on I 
by the fire and sword that lias swepi 
through the country.

“For the last ten months of the cal­ 
endar year 1913 there accrued from 
the income tax on individuals $31,344,- 
539, 
The amount of corporation, ex­ 
cise and income tax accruing from the 
entire calendar year of 1913 was $45,- 
851,028. The total amount of the ex­ 
cise tax on corporations derived by 
the treasury for the calendar year 1912 
was $35,000,299. The new income tax 
law eliminated the corporation exemp­ 
tion of $5,000, added to the tax list 
many corporations not subject to the 
excise tax and also imposed a grad' 
uated rate upon corporations holding 
Stock iu others. 


“Considering the unsettled business 
conditions during the year 1914, large­ 
ly on account of disturbed internation­ 
al, commercial and other conditions, 
the best obtainable iigures as to the 
estimated amount that will accrue 
from the corporation tax for 1914 are 
$42,500,000, while the same estimate 
from individual income tax is $42,500, 
000, making a total of $85,000.000. De­ 
ducting from this amount $35,000,000 
that would otherwise have accrued 
from corporation exci.se tax under the 
act of 1909 leaves $50,000,0u0, or $4, 
300,000 per month, that would accrue 
to the treasury from the income tax 
for the fiscal j ear 1915.

many of these refugees there are it is 
almost impossible to say, and 3,000,WO 
is probably a conservative estimate of 
the great numbers who have felt the 
full force of the warfare. 


Resides those that have fled from 
their homes, there are thousands in 
different parts of Belgium and parts 
of France, possibly starving and hope­ 
lessly facing the coming winter. 


How to care for these great armies 
of homeless during the winter is the 
problem that is facing many govern­ 
ments. Those Rejgiaiis who iled their 
country and sought refuge In France 
are said to be absolutely destitute, in 
many cases weak from hunger and 
sufferings.

England apparently has
